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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment(s), filed on 06/12/2007, have been entered and made of record. Claims 
31, 33-35, 38, and 43-46 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 31, 33-35, 38, and 43-46 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 31 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method in a 
communications terminal for transmitting an image signal between at least a first mobile 
communications terminal and a second mobile communications terminal while in a 
communication, the communications terminal comprising an image input unit, an encoder for 
encoding an image from the image input unit, a storing unit for storing an image, an image signal 
processor and an image selector, the method comprising: 

if the cut-off mode is set, transmitting the second image signal as a main image signal to 
the second mobile terminal during the telephonic communication; and transmitting the first 
image signal as the main image signal to the second mobile terminal during the telephonic 
communication if the cut-off mode is not selected by the user, in combination with the other 
claimed elements. 

Claims 33 and 34 are allowed because they are dependent on claim 31. 

Claim 35 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a 
communication terminal comprising: 
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a controller cooperating with the image input unit, the encoder, the memory unit and the 
image signal selector to selectively transmit during a telephonic communication the first image 
signal or the second image signal to a second image mobile communication terminal depending 
on a user's setting, wherein the controller is configured to: 

detect whether a cut-off mode has been set by the user, 

transmit the second image signal as the main image signal to the second mobile 
communication terminal during the telephonic communication if the cut-off mode is set, and 

transmit the first image signal as the main image signal to the second mobile 
communication terminal during the telephonic communication if the cut-off mode is not selected 
by the user, in combination with the other claimed elements. 

Claims 38 and 43-46 are allowed because they are dependent on claim 35.
